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he impressive reputation of 
Strathcona High School's 


academic programs precedes 
itself. The seemingly countless 
opportunities that allow students to 
pursue and excel in various subject 
areas, inside and out of the classroom, 
enrich our school environment. 
Students in grades 10, 11, and 12 alike 
push themselves to seek betterment as 
students, individuals, and Scona Lords 
as they participate in multiple academic 
endeavors. This includes a wide variety 
of subject areas, the Science Olympics, 
competitions in Math and Computer 
Science, AP examinations, and more. In 
fact, the numbers speak for themselves; 
this year alone, over 400 students wrote 
over 800 AP exams, and the number of 
National Scholars that Scona comes 
out with every year are through the roof. 
Our AP program is known for being one 
of the largest in Canada, and serves 
to challenge and encourage students 
to dig deeper than the standards set 
out for them. AP allows students to 
be “surrounded by other people who 
are motivated and often passionate 
about the courses” (Jason Shukla) that 
they are interested in, and “broadens 
one’s understanding in _ different 
courses” (Tinotenda Masvikeni). While 
it is believed that AP is vastly different 
and difficult compared to the regular 
program, many students agree that the 
appreciation that one gains in an AP 
course, especially if it is a subject that 


they are passionate about, is undeniable. 
The exams and the workload teach one 
“to think long term and to really prepare 
for a coming storm” (Bradley Houston). 
Excellence in academics does not only 
mean impressive numbers and scores, 
however. It is also demonstrated in 
student enthusiasm and participation 
in extracurricular activities that enrich 
their academic performances and 
knowledge. Students take time out of 
their schedules to take on challenges 
and compete with friends outside of 
the classroom with Scona’s academic 
competitions. The APEGA Science 
Olympics and the Math contests are 
only a few of these. These competitions 
are “amazing experiences that people 
should participate in whether or not 
they think they'll do well” (Katherine Li). 
In fact, for many, these competitions are 
opportunities to “compet[e] with friends 
and havi[e] a good time” (Katherine 
Li). And yet, many students agree that 
these opportunities benefit them in the 
long run. For example, the Science 
Olympics allow students to “work from 
an engineering perspective [by being] 
forced to come up with outside-of-the- 
box solutions” for hands-on problems 
(Jason Shukla), and the Computer 
Science competitions drive one to “think 
fast, and to think logically’ (Bradley 
Houston). 

As well, our impressive academics

y little grade-nine self went to 
Meee: house after open house, 

scouring the building for other 
kids who looked artsy and then (since 
I'm a visual arts kid, through and 
through) beelining to the art room. 

| can say with certainty that the visual 
arts program at Scona impressed me. 
The artwork laid out was fantastic, but 
more than that - there were so many 
kids there just willing to talk to me about 
it and who sounded genuine in their 
praise of it. | felt immediately drawn to 
the community. 

However, the notable thing about 
this experience wasn't how | felt in my 
visual arts comfort zone, but how | felt 
when | came into contact with the other 
programs that night. 

The graphic arts program was inviting, 
the band kids gave a stellar performance, 
and I’d never considered myself a 
potential theatre kid, but watching them 
perform (this year it had been ‘Rent’ 
from - well - Rent) captivated me. 

It stunned me how much there was 
to do. And even more so, | felt weirdly 
nervous and excited at the prospect 
that | could participate in any of it that 
| wanted to. This school and this arts 
program felt intimidatingly inviting. 

Three years later, | can say I’m glad | 
accepted that invitation. 

There’s a couple of reasons for my love 
of the arts program here at Scona; one 
of which is the diversity of the average 
art student’s participation. There aren't 
really just ‘tech kids’ or ‘graphic arts kids’ 
- many people are involved in two, three, 
or more of the arts programs offered at 
Scona. 

| also value the close-knitness of our 
arts wing. There's uniqueness in the way 
students from different disciplines and 
areas bond together and find community 
in those who may not participate in or 
even fully understand their art. This is 
quite evident when we have an arts 
related event (like our annual musicals, 


dance showcase, band performances, 
or art exhibitions, to name a few), and | 
see people from all different disciplines 
showing up to support their art peers in 
their respective endeavours. 

| think qualities like these were also 
made especially clear during the New 
York arts trip in November. Multiple 
art students | talked to listed this as 
their favourite arts event this year, 
and I’m inclined to agree with them. 
There’s something about a trip focused 
specifically on the arts (and being 
surrounded by people who appreciate 
it like you do) that make an experience 
like that unforgettable. 

A big reason why | think this trip was 
so impactful has to do with the things 
| mentioned before. While students 
were divided into their respective arts 
and sometimes separated into different 
activities based on this, we often had 
things that we did all together. This 
included dinner in Times Square, 
going to the top of the Empire State 
Building, as well as events that were 
sometimes more focused towards one 
area (Broadway shows, or some time 
together in the MoMA). It’s indicative of 
our community that | (and others) found 
these moments to be the highlight of 
the trip. We had the most fun when we 
got to experience art - of any kind - all 
together, and appreciate the company 
of the people around us in an entirely 
new environment. 

This experience wasn't exclusive to 
New York - there were many other 
events during the year that made me 
appreciate the closeness and diversity 
of talent of Scona art students. For one 
thing, the performances of Big Fish (our 
musical this year), were of spectacular 
quality (and | wasn’t the only one who 
thought so - Scona brought home 15 
Cappies awards). The annual Dance 
Showcase (much of which was student- 
choreographed) brought to fruition the 
sweat and tears of the dance students to 
create a beautiful result. Band students 
impressed at every event, including 
this year’s Brats in the Park (music at 
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the Hawrelak Park Amphitheatre!). All 
of these were attended by art students 
from different areas who wanted to 
support their friends. 

One of my favourite events (though 
| may be biased) was the Art Silent 
Auction and Exhibition of the end of the 
year. This event (similar to all other art 
events at Strathcona) definitely shone 
because of the tireless efforts of the staff 
who gave their time to make it happen. 
However, the students had a part in this 
too: it was our small group of Art 30 AP 
students who picked the theme for this 
year’s art auction.The one we came up 
with was “niche” (generally meaning 
a job or role within a bigger system). 
This was because, simply put, we all 
felt like we filled a role within the arts 
community. Our art was all significantly 
different in style, in subject matter, in 
colour scheme - but all of it held value, 
defined who we were, and said what we 
wanted to say in the context of arts at 
Scona. 

| think this theme is a_ spot-on 
representation of the arts here. 

In a school like Scona, it’s easy to 
feel overwhelmed when faced with 
all the opportunities available. It’s a 
big environment, too. There’s so many 
people - to the point where |, a grade 
12 student, am still finding faces in the 
hallways | don’t recognize. | remember, 
in early grade 10, feeling a bit lost in the 
jungle. 

After a little while, though, | learned to 
count myself lucky to be an art student 
here. 

In the ecosystem of Strathcona, art 
students have a place to grow, share, 
and express ourselves. We have the 
opportunity to learn from people talented 
in many areas, and the ability to become 
those people, as well.
